DisTREsSING CAEE oF BUICIDE THIS
Morxiga.—About ten minules betsre 12 o'clock
this morning, sn elderly man, named Andrew
M. Cranel, res.dicg in g irame dwelling house
on the east side of Third =treet, below Green,
next door to the Bleventh Ward Stavion House,
comimitted suicide by shooting himaell through
the right temple with a pistol. The decessed
was a coilee roaster and  transacted business on
Hermitage streer, near Third and Green, and
was about 62 years ol age, .

The unfortunnte man has been somewhat de-
mented for some time, and has made various
threats at difforent periods that te wounld make
gwiy with himseli. This morning he lufl the
house without snying snything to his family,
and proceeding toa gun glore purchased a pis-
tol, with which he returned to his house, On
entering ho passed through the lower room,
where his danghter Christisnna was engaged in
preparing dinner, and, wituout making any re-
mark or betraving any unususl emotions, he
procceded at once to the second story front
room. A momentortwo sfterwards his dangh-
ter heard the report of' the pistol, and, running
up s'airg, found her father iying! in the centre
of the room on the floor, with & pistol by his
side, hands stretched out, aud surrounded by o
pool ot blood, His overcoat had been taken off
and deliberately and carefully lald on the bed.

The ball possed directly through the head,
coming out at the left temple, causing instanta-
neons denth,

Mr, Grauel has been the object of much solici-
tude on the purt of his family since May lnst;
he has been constantly talking about commit-
ting suiclde, and seemed to favor the method of
cutting his throat. Not long since he was found
in u nelghboring stable with a rope arouni his
neck, and would probably have hung himsell
had he not been interfered with, The deceqasd
s a widower, with three or four grown-up chil-
dréen. At ope time he was a eaptaln of the
wiatch in the Elevynth Ward.

Cotoner Taylor held an inquest very shortly
after the sad oceurrence, and the jury retorned
a verdict of death by suicide.

margin ope dollar per share, and then
tuut the same parties, or some of them,
gave orders to other brokers to sell this very
stack for cash at o somewhat lower rate, say
$3+50 per share, which belng doue, che defend-
ants pocketed the difforence between the margin
and the price at which the stock was sold, The
cage ns 10 Eaton was partially heard last Satur-
diny, und the case to«day is but a continnation of
the hearing then began.
